All she wanted to do was use the bathroom 
at Euston, but unless you are in possession of 
something called a ‘radar key’, you cannot gain 
access to the disabled loos on London Railway 
stations. This is because, if they aren’t locked at all 
times, they will be overrun by junkies, undesirables 
and sex-crazed commuters. Really? 

How about just having a few loos on ground 
level, overseen and cleaned by a nice friendly 
member of staff, someone with a bit of sympathy 
who could possibly help out should the need arise? 
Does absolutely everything in the capital have to 
be a battle for the old and disabled? 

She came back a few weeks later to stay for a 
couple of nights because she wanted to see the play 
her granddaughter had written, which is on at 


Theatre 503 in Battersea. This is a brilliant fringe 
venue, but it’s above a pub - there is no lift, not 
even a Stannah, and there must be a hundred steps. 
It’s no one’s fault, I understand there aren’t enough 
funds for disabled access, but I’m a bit embarrassed 
about it and I wish things could be easier.

Yes, dear 
foodies, this season it’s all about 
the grain. Now those of us with 
a Gail’s-of-Dulwich-Village 
salad habit will be familiar with 
your quinoa, spelt and bang-on

Both 
are ancient grains given a modern twist by chefs 
like Yotem Ottolenghi and are suddenly competing 
with Cara Delavine’s eyebrows in every weekend 
colour supplement.

Please outline the key policy you feel 
most strongly about... 

Housing is the number one issue that is raised 
on the doorsteps in Bermondsey and the rest of 
my constituency. I am absolutely committed to 
keep fighting for more homes which are really 
affordable for local people, many of whom 
have lived here all of their lives. It is completely 
unacceptable that there is such a lack of 
affordable housing across London and I am 
working hard to change that.

It is no exaggeration to say that we are facing 
a housing crisis in London. Dulwich and West 
Norwood should be an area where a wide 
range of households can afford to live and 
where people are not spending more than half 
of their income on housing. I therefore feel 
extremely strongly about the Labour Party's 
campaign for secure and affordable homes: 
we are pledging to build 200,000 new homes a 
year by 2020 and ensure a fair deal for private 
renters by introducing three year standard 
tenancies and limiting rent increases. 

Do you live locally? 

I'm proud to have lived in the area for almost 
20 years. I moved to Brixton as a student in 
1996 and lived there until 2002. I now live very 
close to the transmitter in Crystal Palace Park. 


If you could click you fingers and 
change one thing, what would it be? 

I would make housing fairer and more 
affordable, but realistically that's going 
to require a Labour Government! 

How do you see the area in five years? 

I'd like to see more opportunities for young 
people in Dulwich and West Norwood. We are 
so close to central London that this should be 
an area where there are opportunities for 
everyone, but youth unemployment has 
increased hugely since 2010 under the Tory-Lib 
Dem Government. I'd also like to see our area 
remain truly diverse. This won't happen unless 
we make increasing the number of quality 
local school places, protecting our NHS and 
tackling the housing crisis national priorities.

What do you think is the biggest issue 
facing families in your constituency? 

I think the rising cost of living is making life 
more difficult for families. I speak to so many 
people who are struggling to pay the bills 
and who feel worse off than they did a few 
years ago.

As a mum of two young 
children, I know how vital it is to be able to 
get an appointment when your child is sick.

I t can be hard to walk away from a 
project, especially our first, as it was 
such a unique home,’ says Kim 
Baarda, one half of Our Amazing 
Houses, a new south London-based 
property development company with an 
eye for interior design. ‘It was just the 
most gorgeous little Georgian house 
packed full of original features. 

We could both imagine our kids living 
in that property one day.’ 

Our Amazing Houses is something of 
a labour of love for Kim and her friend 
and business partner Sara Mungeam. 
Founded of a shared passion for property, 
interiors and ‘a bit of a project’, the duo 
have been making waves in the south east 
London property market of late. Bored of 
the bland, white boxes created by many 
property developers, Kim and Sara go one 


step further to extend, refurbish and even 
interior design the houses. 

‘We love bringing old, tired and often 
partially falling down properties back to 
their former glory. We 
have a vision and, while 
we obviously need to 
keep an eye on the 
profit, we are not afraid 
to spend a little extra to 
bring that vision to life.’ 

The aim is to create 
a lifestyle that appeals 
to buyers by staging a 
high-end, individual finish with stylish, 
contemporary furniture and furnishings, 
many of which are ‘borrowed’ from Kim 
and Sara’s own homes. 

The two met through mutual friends 
at a book club and realised their shared 


desire to go into property development. 
Things didn’t go quite to plan at their first 
property auction - as the hammer was 
about to go down on their bid for a house 
in West Dulwich, the 
bidding ‘went crazy’ 
and it sailed over the 
asking price. So 
instead they decided to 
work with local estate 
agents. Their first 
development was the 
aforementioned two- 
bedroom Georgian 
cottage in Brockley, which was in such 
demand on completion that it sold within 
a week through sealed bids. 

‘We’ve found that putting that little bit 
more effort into resourcing and design has 
really worked,’ says Kim. ‘Friends of ours >

have been looking for houses and they’ve 
been so disappointed because there are no 
original features, just magnolia. It’s so 
uninspiring, there’s just no wow factor.’ 

That certainly can’t be said of their 
latest development on Adys Road in 
Peckham, a cool, contemporary collection 
of Scandi influences, geometeric prints 
and splashes of nearly neons that sold 
within two weeks of hitting the market. 

‘We’ve tried to make sure we think 
about every single little detail,’ says Sara. 
‘In every room there’s something you 
could fall in love with. We keep an eye 
on what the trends and fashions are and 
try and pepper that throughout the house, 
without going to extremes.’ 

The kitchen in the Adys Road property 
is the showstopper. Kim 
and Sara have coaxed it 
out from its shy, pokey 
original Victorian 
layout, knocking down 
walls, extending into 
the side return, 
lowering the floor to 
create more ceiling 

height and adding a glass roof to the side 
return. Light now floods over the exposed 
brick wall of the side return - fixed with 
outdoor light fittings from Rocket St 
George - and from the steel-framed floor- 
to-ceiling windows that open the kitchen 
up to the garden, resulting in a spacious,

industrial chic-style 
kitchen. The huge, floor 
tiles resemble polished 
concrete and a dark grey 
feature wall adds warmth, 
picking up on the grey 
flecks in the marble 
granite worktops. A large 
industrial pendant light 
hangs above the rustic 
wooden dining table, 
accompanied by white 
plastic Eames chairs with wooden legs. 
Benches straight from the school science 
lab provide seating at the vast island. 

Grey runs through the house as the 
neutral shade, setting a contemporary 
backdrop for the carefully selected 

furnishings - bright 
coral armchairs, an 
Ercol sofa with yellow 
cushions from Kim’s 
house and a slate-grey 
sofa populate the 
front room. A huge 
bunny print sits atop 
the reinstated fire 

surround sourced from Aladdin’s Cave 
in Lewisham and nurtured back to life 
by their carpenter. Furnishings and 
decorative items are sourced from all over 
- The Old Bath House in Sydenham, 
Ardingly Antiques Fair, the East Dulwich 
Forum, eBay, Ikea, Habitat... 


The staging continues upstairs, with a 
statement chair here, a diamond-shaped 
Frama lightbulb on bare black flex there, 
a super-cool Scandi-style desk by 
Ladderax in the master bedroom, flecks of 
bright yellow and more shades of grey in 
the soft furnishings. The bathroom floor 
even sports a geometric print and there 
are carefully considered wall hangings 
peppered throughout the house. 

‘We’re not just selling a development, 
we’re selling a lifestyle,’ says Kim. ‘I 
think a lot of people find it difficult to 
imagine how you could furnish a house 
and we’re showing them that if you put 
your table there, your sofas there, and buy 
this colour paint, you can really create 
a beautiful home.’

PARTY PALACE 

Following an extensive makeover, Eltham Palace invites you to step back 
in time and join the Courtaulds at one of their legendary cocktail parties

E ltham Palace - ‘the ultimate 
Grand Designs project of its 
day’, according to Andrew Hann, 
English Heritage Properties 
Historian - has undergone a £1.7million 
makeover and opened up five new 
rooms. The palace, which was very 
much a place for entertaining in its 
heyday, now offers you the chance to get 
up close and personal with Stephen and 
Virginia Courtauld, its wealthy owners, 
and catch a glimpse of one of their 
legendary cocktail parties. 

The Courtaulds entertained the elite 
of society, including composers, artists, 
politicians, key socialites and even Queen 
Mary, at Eltham Palace, which they 
leased from the Crown in 1933. The 
palace was originally a manor house, 
built by the Bishop of Durham in the 
1290s, and by the early 14th century it 
had become one of the most significant 
residences in the country. Henry VIII 


spent much of his boyhood there. But it 
declined in the 17th century and after the 
Civil Wars it was used as a farm. All that 
survived of it when the Courtaulds leased 
it was the great hall, but Stephen fell for 
the romance and charm of the crumbling 
palace and hired architects Seely and 
Paget to build a contemporary designer 
home adjoining it. 

There were, of course, plenty who 
were opposed to his ideas for the historic 
ruin, and the words ‘ghastly modem 
architecture’ often appeared in the press. 

‘But what he actually created here,’ 
says Simon Thurley, Chief Executive 
of English Heritage, ‘far from being 
ghastly, is a real masterpiece of that 
incredible period just before the Second 
World War when, for Stephen’s family, 
money was no object and fun was the 
order of the day.’ 

Stephen was the youngest son of 
a wealthy textile magnate and, on

the path of a philanthropist and art 
collector, travelling the world with his 
wife Virginia, known as Ginnie. 

He set about turning the palace ruins 
into a spectacular home for him and 
Ginnie: ‘They were able to bring in the 
best architects, the best designers, the 
best modem furniture and the best 
antique paintings to fill this house,’ says 
Simon. And that house is now one of the 
country’s best preserved Art Deco gems. 

The pair lived a charmed existence 
and threw lavish parties (‘My goodness 
what a good feed we had. And good 
champagne!’, said Queen Elizabeth of a 
visit in July 1936), and 
now you can get closer 
to that experience too. 

‘When you come in 
the front door and into 
this fantastic entrance 
hall,’ says Laura 
Houliston, the palace’s 
Senior Curator, ‘you 
experience Eltham Palace as if you’re 
coming to stay with the Courtaulds 
for a weekend. You’re not coming into 
a museum; you’re coming into the 
Courtaulds’ home.’ 

The iconic entrance hall, crowned by 
that fantastic concrete and glass dome 
is as wonderful as ever with Australian 
blackbean wood veneer on the walls and 
elaborate marquetry celebrating Virginia’s 
Italian heritage with scenes from Italy 


and Venice. The room, 
though it appears circular, 
is actually triangular with 
curved walls, and the most 
sought-after designers of the 
time decked it out, including Swedish 
furniture designer Rolf Engstromer, 
textile designer Marion Dom and the 
Marchese Peter Malacrida, a fashionable 
Mayfair interior designer. The house 
is also filled with works of fine and 
decorative art, including 13 paintings 
by JMW Turner. Stephen ensured his 
home was kitted out with cutting-edge 
technology too - a centralised vacuum 
cleaner system, electric clocks, mnning 
water and en suite 
bathrooms with 
showers. 

Fast forward to 
today and English 
Heritage has invested 
in a higher-tech 
experience for visitors, 
too. Digital handsets 
provide visual guides to each room with 
cinefilm clips, recreated scenes from 
cocktail parties and original photography 
of the family. There’s interactive fun for 
the kids too, guided by Mah-Jongg, 
Virginia’s much doted on pet lemur who 
had the whole run of the house. 

Five new rooms have been unveiled 
and dressed so that you can experience 
them as the Courtaulds would have. 
Virginia’s walk-in wardrobe has been

opened up and stocked with vintage 
designs similar to those she would have 
worn, as well as some replica pieces you 
can try on. You can also poke about the 
adjoining rooms of Peter and Paul 
Peirano, Virginia’s nephews with whom 
she was very close. There’s a luxury 
wartime bunker decked out as it was 
during the Blitz (the palace was struck 
by a bomb when Stephen, an air raid 
warden, was on the roof watching out for 
fires), plus a basement billiards room that 
features a mural by the artist Mary 
Adshead. And finally, there’s the map 
room, which is very much a work in 
progress. This is the room where the 
family’s secretary planned their exotic 
trips to Africa, Asia, South America and 
across Europe. Conservators continue to 
work on the room, peeling away layers of 
paint and wallpaper to reveal the maps. 

The rock garden and quadrant rose 
garden have also had a makeover, 
re-presented in the style commissioned 
by Stephen and Virginia, pieced together 
through sketches and a few photographs. 

If you’ve never been to Eltham 
Palace, now you have the perfect excuse 
to go. Interior design inspiration, the 
charm of the Courtaulds’ lavish lifestyle 
and the dramas of war. It’s got it all.

Can you burn any wood? 

These stoves are made to bum seasoned 
wood with less than 20% moisture 
content. If you just chop down a tree, you 
have to season it and store it properly, 
otherwise it doesn’t bum efficiently. 

Some people really do get into collecting 
and seasoning their own wood, but I’d 
advise Londoners to just go out and buy 
some good quality kiln-dried wood! 

Can you toast marshmallows on them? 

You could, in theory, but since it’s a 
contained environment that bums off its 
own smoke and gasses, opening the door 
stops that process and the efficiency 
drops, so I wouldn’t advise it. But I do 
know people who will wrap a jacket 
potato in foil, pop it in the stove among 
the embers and close the door again! 

Do you also stock outdoor stoves? 

Yes, these are becoming much more 
popular. You can buy outdoor fires, like 
the Jotul Terrazza and Morso’s fantastic 
pizza oven (pictured above), plus you 
can get chimineas, barbecues, firepits 
that double up as barbecues and lamps.

Why are wood-burning stoves proving 
so popular with Londoners? 

Because of the look and the ambience that 
they create. Lots of people like to have a 
real fire, but in London you’re not allowed 
to bum wood unless you have a DEFRA- 
approved wood burner, which means it 
bums more efficiently and produces less 
smoke. In the countryside, if you have a 
traditional open fireplace and you bum 
wood or coal, 70-75% of the heat produced 
goes straight up the chimney. Modem 
stoves are safer and more efficient. 

Is it more efficient than a gas fire? 

It’s pretty similar in terms of efficiency but 
gas prices are rising. I have one at home 
and I use my central heating a lot less now. 
You can just light it in the evening and it 
heats the room that you’re actually using, 
rather than paying to heat the whole house. 
Plus the body of the stove retains its heat, 
so the room stays warmer for longer. 


Do you need to have a chimney? 

You don’t have to have a chimney, but 
you do have to have an outside wall 
so that you can route an insulated flue 
system. If you live in a block of flats 
then it’s going to be difficult, but you 
could have a flueless gas stove, which 
doesn’t require an outlet. 

What are your most popular brands? 

Our top brands are Morso, Jotul and 
Contura, which are Scandinavian 
companies. They’re good quality, cast- 
iron and steel stoves, made to last a 
generation. We also stock British brands 
like Jetmaster, Hunter and Fireline, but 
many of my customers prefer the 
Scandinavian brands, since they’re cold 
countries and wood is a traditional heat 
source. Our entry level stove is the 
Fireline FP5 for £619 and at the higher 
end of the scale you have the Jotul FI63 
a real designer piece, which is £1,939.72.

I was once with a friend, in one of the less 
visited parts of Spain, and we were, as usual, 
in search of a good lunch. Happening across a 
civilised looking establishment, we sat down, 
ordered a couple of beers and began to peruse the 
menu. The choice was unashamedly meaty, a not 
uncommon occurrence in these parts, but my pal 
had no taste for flesh. 

So we tried in vain to communicate this request 
to our waiter. He looked perplexed with our 
attempted explanation, so we turned to the table 
next door. We knew they spoke English, as they had 
enquired as to whether we were from London. 

So I asked the pater familias, a broad and jocular 
individual, what the Spanish for ‘vegetarian’ might 
be. The smile faded from his lips, and a dark cloud 
passed across his visage. ‘Loco,’ he spat. 

A few years back, and I would have been in full 
agreement. I was a sallow youth back then, and 
prone to idiotic generalisations about subjects I 
knew little about. Of course, I’m older now, and less 
given to fits of idiotic pique. Because, nowadays, I 
could quite happily spend half the week as a veggie. 
Spaghetti with home-made tomato sauce, falafel, 
potato and cauliflower curries, cheese on toast, great 
bowls of leaves and tomatoes drenched in a garlic 
heavy dressing, fierce Thai relishes, sparky stir fries, 
oozing cheese omelettes, noodles in the most 
elegant of broths... I could go on and on.

Rasa (rasarestaurants.com) is another 
cracker, specialising in Keralan food. 

I also rate Ethos (ethosfoods.com), a new place 
behind Oxford Street, where flavour, rather than 
finger wagging, comes first. Their veggie Scotch 
egg is excellent, as are the huge variety of salads. 
Soho’s Mildred’s (mildreds.co.uk) is perennially 
popular, and the menu ranges all over the globe. 

While both branches of The Gate 
(thegaterestaurants.com), in Hammersmith and 
Islington, celebrate plain good cooking from across 
the globe. So there we go. From idiotic vegetarian 
despiser to a man who embraces no meat with 
greedy delight.

Harness the mineral intensity of samphire with this herhy lemon sole dish 



M arsh samphire is a seasonal 
delicacy that grows on 
tidal marshes around 
Britain. The best marsh 
samphire is covered by every 
tide, giving it that 
distinctive taste of the 
sea. If you happen to 
be in a coastal area 
this summer, you 
can pick it at low 
tide. Otherwise look 
out for it at farmers’ 
markets, specialty food 
shops and fishmongers - 
you can certainly pick some 
up at Elsey & Bent greengrocers in 
Borough Market. 

Marsh samphire has a briny, mineral 
intensity, so it’s a natural partner for fish. 
It’s also delicious raw in a salad, deep 
fried in beer batter or folded into an 


omlette. It doesn’t keep that well - after 
a few days in the fridge it will begin to 
lose its vibrancy and crunch - so if you 
have a glut it’s best to preserve it. 

To pickle samphire, wash it 
thoroughly and pack it into a sterilised 
jar. Put equal amounts of water, sugar 
and white wine vinegar into a pot. Drop 
in some bay leaf, fennel seeds and star 
anise to flavour. Bring to the boil then 
pour over the samphire so that it’s 
completely submerged. Screw on the lid 
and store in a cool place for a month. 
The result is a wonderfully intense 
pickle, which will add complexity and 
texture to even the simplest plate of 
smoked fish.

Drizzle with oil and wrap 
to form a parcel. Bake for 15 minutes. 

4 Warm the lemon juice and gradually whisk 
in the butter over a low heat to form an 
emulsion. Do not overheat or it will split. 

5 Add the diced tomato, coriander seeds 
and herbs. Lightly season. Keep warm. 

6 When the fish is cooked remove from the 
oven and leave to rest for a few minutes 
before unwrapping. 

7 In the meantime bring a pot of water to the 
boil and cook the samphire for 1 minute. Drain. 

8 Open the parcel. Sprinkle over the 
samphire and dress with the butter sauce. 

9 Serve with Jersey Royals and watercress.

H alf the fun of 

Borough Market is its 
hustle and bustle. 

Throngs of hungry, 
hungover locals jostle with snap- 
happy tourists, clamouring over 
the artisan breads, hog roasts, 
cow-heart tomatoes and mulled 
cider. But there are those days 
when a calmer, more grown-up 
approach to the feeding frenzy 
would be nice. And now the calm has arrived, in the 
form of Pulia, a new Italian deli concept that brings 
you the best produce from Puglia in southern Italy, 
known for its simplicity, quality and authenticity. 

It’s bright, airy and it has plenty of tables. 

The decor here is a delight. A white wash of 
calm, the glass-topped tables encase pretty olive 
branches, the white-painted furniture is gently aged 
and there are shelves of antipasti, beautiful bottles 
of flavoured olive oil and bags of artisan pasta. There 
are even banquettes where you can slouch with a 
beautifully decorated cappuccino and a croissant. 

The central deli counter is brimming with 
colourful produce - focaccia, pizza rustica, salads, cheese and 
cured ham, all of an Apulian persuasion, plus oodles of fresh 
fruit and veg for smoothies (the carrot, apple and ginger juice is 
a real pick-me-up). We embarked on a feast of varied Apulian 
delicacies on a brunch-time visit (Pulia is open from breakfast 
through to early evening), starting with a fantastic parmigiana -

thin layers of fried aubergine 
with tomato and mozzarella that’s 
coated with parmesan and baked. 

We 
moved on to a huge burrata 
parcel, beautifully decorated with 
rocket, spinach, three colours of 
tomatoes, a handful of olives and,

like everything else, lashings of olive oil. 
Considered very much an artisan cheese, burrata 
is created from the scraps of the mozzarella-making 
process combined with cream and then wrapped in 
a solid mozzarella shell. It’s absolutely delicious. 
We also tried a very good panzerotto (like a small 
calzone pizza made with softer, thinner dough, 
filled with tomatoes and mozzarella and deep fried) 
and a couple of potato croquettes (a hearty smoked 
scamorza cheese version and an unusual mint and 
mozzarella combo - the jury’s still out on that one). 

Be sure to sample the pasticciotto before you 
leave, or pick up a few to go. A little like a custard 
pie, but a heck of a lot lighter and tastier, they come with a 
custard or cherry filling, or chocolate flavoured with a hazelnut 
cream filling. They’re all utterly delicious and not overly sweet. 
Add a dollop of cream or drizzle them with mandarin olive oil 
- and buy a bottle of the latter on your way out, it’s heavenly.

From the midnight sun to Scandi interiors you'll

A BBA fans were puzzled 
when singer Agnetha 
chose to retire and spend 
her days pottering around 
her beautiful home near Stockholm, 
but having visited this mesmerising 
city, I can see why she didn’t want to 
leave home. 

Stockholm has always been seen 
as one of Europe’s coolest spots and 
with a seemingly unstoppable 
fascination with all things Scandi, 
now is the time to visit. Home to 
Skype, Ikea and H&M, the city is made 
up of 14 islands, connected by bridges, 
boats and the metro. Known affectionately 
as the Venice of the North, water is 
everywhere you look and in the long 
summers that boast light until midnight, 
residents here enjoy great street markets 
and midnight picnics on the quays. 

We stayed at Bems, an historic music 
hall turned hotel in the centre of the city. 
This famous city landmark began life as 
an upmarket patisserie before being turned 
into a concert salon in 1863. The show¬ 
stopping interior complete with sparkling 
chandeliers from Vienna wowed the 
crowds and over the years such greats as 
Josephine Baker, Marlene Dietrich, Oscar 



Peterson and Diana Ross have 
performed at Bems. 

At the end of the 80s, Bems was 
reinvented again as a boutique hotel with 
funky rooms above the magnificent main 
hall. Staying here gives you access to the 
hotel’s two great restaurants: Bems 
Asiatiska, where the tasting menu was the 
best Asian food I’ve eaten since a trip to 
Hong Kong; and the French Bems Bistro, 
where you can sit outside on a sultry 
summer’s night and tuck into an 
exemplary steak frites. What I loved most 
about the hotel was the buzz of the bar on 
a Friday night. Here, Stockholm’s cool 
crowd mb shoulders with the lucky hotel 
guests over exotic cloud berry cocktails. 
Be sure to reserve a seat here if you love 


people watching. 

Outside this great hotel, 
Stockholm awaits you. Opposite lies 
the city’s famous NK department 
store, where you’ll find some great 
fashion and interior buys not 
available in the UK. 

A short walk away is the famous 
Gamla Stan (Old Town), a series of 
medieval streets where you get a real 
sense of old style Stockholm. Yes, it’s 
touristy, but it’s beautiful too. Smart 
travellers though head to the city’s hippest 
island, Sodermalm, which is full of 
independent shops, galleries, cafes and 
bars. Think Shoreditch without the 
annoying crowds. 

Stockholm’s museums don’t disappoint 
either and we loved the unique Vasa 
Museum where the world’s best preserved 
Viking ship is on show. The Vasa sunk on 
its maiden voyage in 1628, but in 1961 it 
was salvaged and, remarkably, it still 
looks as good as new.

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THE NUMBERS GAME 

Is the Chinese approach to mathematics a way of improving 
standards in the UK? One expert is not so sure

A re you the parent of one of 

those children - often boys, it 
has to be said - who laps up 
numbers and maths problems 
and devours numeracy? Or do you have 
a child, of whom there are many, who 
has become a little overwhelmed by it 
and is struggling a little? 

In recent times, there has been 
increasing interest and concern over the 
teaching of maths in England. The 
Department of Education have looked 
east to Shanghai and the Shanghai 
Municipal Education Commission who 
are considered to be the highest- 
performing region in maths in the world. 

At the end of February, a cohort of 
outstanding Shanghai primary school 
teachers arrived in England to work 
alongside their English counterparts in 
various schools across the country. This 
followed a very successful visit by 29 
Shanghai maths teachers last November. 
The Shanghai approach uses strategies 
such as aiming the teaching to the top 
level of the group through whole-class 
learning and following up with 
intervention, later that day, for those 
children that require more help to 
understand a mathematical concept. 


Traditional calculation methods and lots 
of practice in class and for homework 
are also used to embed understanding. 
Good quality textbooks are also used. 

So, is this the 
answer to raising 
maths standards in our 
classrooms? As is 
usual with all things 
educational, there are 
mixed views amongst 
professionals. The 
schools that have 
worked with the 
visiting teachers 
appear to have found 
the input immensely 
helpful and have 
adopted much of the 
approach, reportedly 
seeing an early marked 
improvement in the 
results. However, there are also concerns 
that state intervention in the quality of 
textbooks is worrying. Whether 
publishers will be required to gain 
formal government approval for maths 
textbooks remains to be seen. 

As an education professional and a 
parent, I would always hope that high 


standards of teaching are developed and 
maintained and, working alongside those 
who are the best in their field, can only 
be a good thing in highlighting new 

strategies and injecting 
enthusiasm. However, 
one questions whether 
a ‘one size fits all’ 
approach will 
automatically raise 
standards. It is also 
questionable whether 
there is really anything 
very new going on! 

Good teachers and 
common sense would 
dictate that plenty of 
practice of a new 
maths topic over a 
number of days will 
help a child assimilate 
it. Let’s hope that the 
government initiatives and perceptive 
teachers not only bring forth successful 
results on paper, but also enthused 
children - whether that be by formal or 
traditional approaches.

What did you do in the last week of 
term? Busy is an understatement for 
the pupils of Colfe’s School 


A t Colfe's School in Lee, a week 

before end of term seemed barely 
long enough to fit everything in. 

Their 14-year-olds were looking to 
the future at an employability workshop where 
they practised the 'soft skills' they will need in 
their careers. Others visited Cambridge 
University to learn what it is like to study Classics 
there; they were joined by pupils from three of 
Colfe's associate schools in the state sector 
(Deptford Green, Conisborough College and 
Trinity). Colfe's Head of Classics, Andrew 
Corstorphine, says: 'With hard work, focus and 
enthusiasm, going to universities like Cambridge 
is achievable for all of these pupils.' 

Cambridge also came to Colfe's: Nick 
Denyer, Fellow and College Senior Lecturer in 
Philosophy at Trinity College, Cambridge, gave 
a lecture to classicists and philosophers at the 
school on 'How to make people agree with 
each other'.

Victoria, a former Colfe's pupil, now 
works in criminal law; she and Kate founded 
the London Consent Project to counter the 
trivialisation of non-consensual sexual activity 
amongst young people and the media. 

Also in this packed week, Colfe's U16 
footballers won the Sussex and Kent 
Independent Schools League, and the Prep 
School hosted Colfe's first U11 and U10 football 
tournament for 120 pupils from five local 
schools.

Why things are looking up for first-time buyers 




W ith the general election 
imminent, George 
Osborne, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, has 
avoided sending tremors through the 
property market. The most significant 
part of the Budget, for those of us with 
an eye on the housing market, was the 
announcement of the new Help to Buy 
ISAs for first-time buyers, which will 
help them save for a deposit for a home. 

With these accounts, for every £1 
saved, the government has pledged 25p 
up to the value of £3,000, which means 
that if a person saves £10,000, then the 
government will give £2,250 towards 
the deposit for a home. This is a good 
scheme, since the hardest part of the 
process for the first-time buyer is saving 
for the deposit. Once this is in place, 
getting a mortgage and making the 
monthly payments is a walk in the park, 
relatively speaking. 

Unlike central London, East Dulwich 
generally attracts a younger market, so 
this additional help to get on the ladder 
should help keep the chains moving and 


enable those needing to upsize to find 
their next place to buy. 

The start of the year has already seen 
a strong return from first-time buyers. 
Family homes are also starting to see 
more activity as the traditional spring 
market gets going, usually getting into 
full swing after Easter weekend.
